The public has read the accounts of this case, which have 


given the alleged cause of the triple lynching. 
If the men were 


guilty of the charge against (hem the course taken by the mob 
is very easy to understand, and yet that does not excuse the 


. action. The defendants were in custofy and should have had 


a legal trial, and if death was the proper penally il should have 
been administered at the hands of Ihe law. 


. The tragic happening has called out vigorous profesls and 


calls for a federal law covering cases of this character. Ap- 
parently it is vain to expect the southern stales, where the col- 
ored population is large and where race prejudice is si ill strong 
—although (his is nol confined to the South by any means-r- 
id put ah end lo lynching. It has been all loo common in those' 
states ever since Ihe Civil War, and the end is by no means in 
sight unless the federal .government decides lo lay ils hand to 
.the work. Many are loudjy -calling upon the government Id 
do this, and a bill has'-b'een.passed by the lower house of Con 
gress which in addition to other penalties would compel ever) 
county in which a lynching takes place to pay a fine of ten 
thousand dollars. 
'•A writer in a communication to a lending newspaper calls 
attention to Ihis and calls upon the people to urge the Senal 
to take such action as is necessary to make the bill a law of the 
land. 
It is felt thai Ihe southern stales cannot be Irusfed to 


lake the proper course in this matter and that nothing but a 


.federal law, rigidly enforced,-will bring about the desired 


change. 
Says (he writer: "Southern senators oppose Ihe 


measure as an invasion of stale rights, for it puts the matter 
under federal control. 
If Ihere is a question of constitution- 


ality Ihe Supreme Court can decide that later. For 36 years 
hardly a person guilty of lynching has been punished. Let us 
see what will happen when, by the passage of Ihis bill, every 
county in which a lynching occurs has lo pay a fine of ten 
thousand dollars." 


How such a law would work on! may be a question, but if 


seems as if il ought to be possible in some way to abolish a 
practice that is nothing short of a disgrace to the country. The 
United Slates is supposed to be a land of law and order, and 
3'et with altogether too great frequency come these lynchings 
which for savagery cannot be outdone in the mosl barbarous 
lands. 


This much of advancement-should be made at least. The 


.courts should be given the .chance lo deal with the brulal 
crimes for which fvnching is the all too common penalty. If 
they failed to mcte'otil justice there wotild be more excuse for 
a resort to violence;'but lo mob a jail, overpower officers and 
lead uncolivicled men to the stake is a 'practice-that ought not 
to be tolerated in any civilized land. 


Because of this it is proper that the mailer should be agi- 


tated until steps are taken to put an end to an evil whose ef- 
fects are far reaching and utlerly demoralizing. 


The United Stales cannot afford to be known as a'Country 


in which criminals, no mailer how black or how base, can be 
burned at the slake with practical impunity.
